BRITISH NAVY 


Has ‘Active Duties in Many 
Distant Seas. 


Prevents Germany's Raid on 
Coast. 


Many Brave Men Drawn from 
Merchant Boats. 


Transcript:] “Our .naval activities 
range from the White Sea, where 
we are doing our best to assist our 
gallant Ruesian lies, past the 
North and #outh Atlantic, where 
cruiser squadrons are at work, om 
to the far Pacific, where we are 
working in co-operation with our 
Japanese allies,” said Sir John Jelli- 
coe. “On the west coast of Africa 
the navy took no _  inconsiderable 
share in the fighting in the Came- 
roons. In the Mediterranean the 


navy took a hand in the Dardanelles 
campaign, assisted by our gallant 
French allies, and is now working 
with both the French and Italian 
navies in the Balkan campaign and 
in the Adriatic. On the east coast 
of Africa the naval forces, includ- 
ing our river gunboats, monitors and 
aircraft, have rendered great serv- 
ice to our kinsmen from the Union 
of South Africa. In the Persian 
Gulf and up the Tigris River nu- 
merous river gunboats and other 
vessels are assisting our army in the 
Mesopotamia campaign. Our East 
Indies squadron, which is working 
from Port Said through the canal 
and the Red Sea, is helping the 
army of Egypt and saferguardi 
communications with India, an 
thence to Far Eastern waters. In 
the early days of the war the navy 
was honored to work along with our 
gallant Japanese allies in the cap- 
ture of Kiao-Chay. Im fact it may 
rbe said that there is no rt of the 
world in which the navy has not du- 
ties and responsibilities in connec- 
tion with this war. 
also attention to the arduous and 
continuous work of the cruiser 
squadron in home waters, which is 
mainly engaged in preventing sup- 
Plies from reaching our enemies. 
“Ships are intercepted and board- 
ed in great numbers, under every 
condition of weather, and some idea 
of the work may be gathered from 


| the fact that an average of some 


eighty ships of all kinds are inter- 
cepted and examined weekly on the 
high seas by the vessels of this 
squadron. The task of keeping the 
large number of ships working ia 
all parts of the world, of supplying 
them with fuel, munitions, etc., can 
only be recognized. by those in pos- 
session of all the facts. The work, 
too, involves a great effort on the 
part of the mercantile marine. With- 
out our mercantile marine the navy 
—and, indeed, the nation—could nat 
exist. Upon it we have been de- 
pendent for the movement of our 
troops overseas—over 7,000,000 men 
having been transported—together 
with all the guns, munitions and 
stores required, by the army. The 
safeguarding of these transports, 
both from the attack of such sur- 
face vessels as have been at large 
and from submarine attack, has been 
carried out by the navy. We have 
had to draw also upon the personne] 
of the mercantile marine, not only 
for the manning of the transport 
ships, but also very largely for the 
manning of the whole of our patrol 
and mine-sweeping craft, nearly 
2600 skippers being employed as 
skippers R.N.R. The number of 
R.N.R. executive officers h in- 
creased almost fourfold sin the 
outbreak of war.” 

Admiralty wisely lifted another

Unprecedented Expenditure Be- 
ginning to Tell on Effectiveness, 
and While Submarine War Con- 
tinues Unabated, Enemy Fails to

son to believe that the German tor- 
pedo supply is weakening, says tye 
United States Navy League. 

The increased frequency with 
which merchant ships are success- 
fully dodging German torpedoes sug- 
gests that the German torpedo is 
deteriorating in speed hence in 
accurancy of fire at long range. 

At the outset, says the Navy 
League statement, the Germans were 
extremely careful to conserve their 
torpedoes. Merchant ships were 
sunk by gunfire wherever possible, 
but the arming of merchant ships 
and the constant improvement in 
the Allies’ system of defense against 
submarine attack has driven the 
submarines under water and they are 
now forced to use torpedoes in al- 
most every attack. The increase in 
the number of submarines has added 
to the strain on the German stock 
of torpedoes. 

This unpr ented expenditure 
of torpedoes beginning to tell on 
the effectiveness of the U-boat war- 
fare. The Germans are pressing the 
submarine campaign with all possible 
vigor and the number of attacks 
on merchant ships appear to be tn- 
creasing. Also, the zone of sub- 
marine operations is constantly 
widentng. But this increased fury 
with which the U-boat warfare is 
being waged has failed Ao increase 
the number of merchant ships 
sunk. The Germans apparently are 
being forced to greater efforts to 
maintain their average of sinkings 
and even sq are slipping bac 
slightly. 

The explanation of this, offered by 
certain naval experts, is that the 
Germans are being pressed for time 
in the construction of torpedoes that 
they can no longer maintain their 
speed and their accuracy of fire. 

It is estimated that the German 
torpedo has lost nearly ten knots 
in speed from the standard torpedo 
used at the outset of the war. 

It takes normally six months to 
construct a torpedo and costs many 
thousand dollars. There js also a 
chance of Germany running \short tn 
some material essentials i thetr 
manufacture. Whether this has oc- 
curred is not known, but ® con-

THE “LOST TERRITORY.” 

{Boston Transcript:] “We shall 
give general financial support, and 
it is understood that Mexico is to 
reconquer the lost territory, in New 
Mexico, Texas and Arizona.” So 
wrote Herr Zimmermann, German 
Foreign Minister, to the German 
representative in Mexico, in his now 
famous proposition for a joint Ger- 
man, Japanese and Mexican war on 
the United States. Nothing is here 
said about any of the rest of Mex- 
ico’s “lost territory,” but it is a 
necessary inference that the scheme 
for this war upon us involved the 
cession of California and Nevada to 
Japan. Japan, as we know, was 
never in the plot, and scorns it with 
all the force of its Bushido code of 
chivalry. But, according to the Ger- 
man plan, both Mexico and Japan 
were surely to be compensated for 
their complacency in fighting Ger- 
many’s battles. And California, fac- 
ing the Pacific, the home already 
of many thousands of Japanese, was 
beyond doubt expected to serve, in 
addition to the Philippines and Ha- 
wail, as a bait to the Japanese 
statesmen. 

Therefore, according to this inter- 
esting plan, ands by that confident 
logic of German official assurance 
of the type which leads members of 
the Reichstag to this very day to 
make speeches counting on the large 
indemnity which they are going to 
collect from Great Britain and 
France after the war, we may. re- 
gard Mexico's lost territory as now 
lost to us! Well, it is a large loss, 
for it forms a very respectable em- 
pire In itself. Prior to the 2nd of 
March, 1836, when Texas set up as 
an independent republic, Mexico in- 
cluded what are now not only the 
States of Texas, New Mexico, Art- 
zona, Utah, Nevada and California, 
but at least half of the present 
State of Colorado, the panhandle of 
Oklahoma and the southwestern 
portion of Wyoming. This territory 
comprises an area of 910,000 square 
miles, which Is more than one-fourth 
of the area of continental United 
States and four times the area of 
the German Empire. It includes a 
population of 9,500,000 Americans, 
most of whom it is now so coolly 


and Japanese as their sovereigns 
and’ masters! And what it includes 
in the way of wealth, present and 
potential, of hopes for the future, of 
the products of the genius of Amer- 
ican millions yet to be, no man alive 
could estimate. 

What were these “lost territories” 
of ours—lost to us in the fertile and 
ruthless German imagination—when 
they were first lost to the Mexican 
republic? Did we take over teeming 
cities, fat farms that would girdle 
the earth, mines richer than Golcon- 
da, universities, schools, palaces, and 
cattle upon a thousand hills? Cer- 
tainly not. The whole region was 
virtually a thirgty and trackless des- 
ert, where wolves howled and the 


rattlesnake was the sole permanent ' 


settler. The region was for the most 
part not even worth the pains of 
banditry. In Texas there were scat- 
tered ranches and villages; in New 
Mexico a small population; in Calli- 
fornia a few missions to the Indians, 
some vast ranches, and the squalid 
little towns of San Francisco, Mon- 
terey, San Diego and a few others.

Clad only in his trousers and 
stocking feet, Mr. Cole fied out of 
the apartment. past the horrified 
women, and down the’hallway with 
the weapon in his hand. Detective 
Firman, though mortally wounced 
from several bullet wounds, pursued 
Mr. Cole down the hallway, but eol- 
lapeed on the stairway. Mr. Cole 
dashed across the street and disap- 
reared behind another apartment, 
proclaiming loudly that he was gome 
to kill himeetlf. 

Mrs. Harris and the Chapman 
women told the officers that Detec- 
tive Firman entered the apartment 
with his reyolver in his hand, and 
began firing as soon as the door was 
opened.

FOR LOT-OWNERS. 


SUGGESTIONS FORMULATED BY 
OOMMERCE CHAMBER, 


Advice on Development of Small 
Urban Property, from the Stand- 
point of Beauty and Utility, may 
be Incorporated in a Booklet for 
General Distribution. 
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Suggestions on how to improve and 
maintain a city let from an economic | 
and beauty standpoint have been 
compiled by the Agricultural Com- 
mittee of the Chamber of Com- 
merce and probably will be incor- 
porated into pamphlet form for free 
distribution. 
The suggestions are specially 
for home-owners, as the planting 
schedule includes trees and bushes 
that will require more than a year 
to mature, and which therefore do 
not appeal to the average renter. 
A right start is given much em- 
phasis and the foundation is to be 
the ownership of at least one lot, 
because it takes from one to five 
years to bring to maturity the trees 
and plants best suited to Los An- 
geles’ climate and soil, and which, 
having been started, require little 
care. 
From five to ten fruit trees, de- 
pending upon the size of the lot, are 
recommended, these to include one 
each of orange, lemon, pomelo, 
avocado, peach, apricot and plum, 
The Satsuma plum is especially 
recommended, because the tree ts 
one of the hardiest and is freer from 
— than almost any other fruit 


eo. 

Two kinds of berries ‘are recom- 
mended—the black and the logan— 
but the blackberries are given pref- 
erence. 
mended for these, which if properly 
eared for will be one of the 
assets of the home-owner. 

A good bed of asparagus and a 
row of pile plant, both requiring 
more than a year to mature, are 
urged. 

e planting of too many things 
in the garden discouraged, if one 
is dependent jon the time taken 
from the daily Yocation for the cul- 
tivation of the product. 

A few varieties of vegetables are 


recommended, including potatoea, 
corn, radishes, lettuce, cabbage, 
caulifower, tomatoes and cucum- 


bers, Radishes may be made a 
continuots crop by dropping in a 
seed as the radish ig pulled. 

Several varieties of grapes grow 
very well in thia section and a 
chicken run can be made to support 
a vine that will provide shade for 
the fowls and yield more fruit than 
the ordinary family can consume.

In a sermon on “Sin” yesterday 
in the Hollywood Baptist Church 
Rey. John Snape said, in part: 

“The word ‘sin’ occurs 650 times 
in the Bible, but the fact of sin wc- 
curs on every page. It is a waste of 
time to argue for the fact of sin in 
the world. Let him who doubts it 
visit the penal institutions of our 
land and look upon the crime-cal- 
loused features of the men behind 
the bars, or glance at the female 
prisoners on whose faces the flower 
of delicacy and purity has .withered, 
and painted flowers of a forgotten 
youth substituted, or let him take a 
run over to—Venice, or stay in Los 
Angeles and stand for thirty minutes 
on Broadway and simply study the 
faces of pedestrians, or read our lo- 
cal juvenile bureau statistics, and 
learn that out of 500 missing girls 
between the ages of 14 and 17, re- 
ported to our local police last year, 
only 186 were found; or let him- 
self within his private den, and 
through the mirror of Scripture 
look look into his own heart, until 
he is ready to throw stones at him- 
self, and hear him say, ‘Yes, sin is a 
pressing, present persona! fact in 
the world, for sin is in me.’ 

sgression means 
across’ the law. Iniquity is that 
which is wrung or twisted. Sin is 
missing the mark. It is even more

FIRST UNIVERSALIST. 
JESUS CULTIVATED HIs PERSONAL 
AS AN END AND AL&O AS A 
MEANS TO ENDS. 

Dr. C. Ellwood Nash preached 
yesterday in the First Universalist 
Church on “The Mind to Serve,” this 
being his fourth sermon in a series 


‘stepping 


on “The Mind of Christ.” He eaid, : 


in part: 

“In the programme and prescrip- 
tion of Jesus service was more than 
a sentiment; it was a principle. It 
was the law of the highest life. This 
imcluded self-service as well as s0- 
cial service, but each as comple- 
mentary to the uwther, neither as ex- 
clusive or independent. The _ re- 
action was no less to be coveted 
than the action to be enjoined; and 
preparation is as noble as fulfilment. 
Is it fair to assume that Jesus cul- 
tivated his personal power as an 
end also as &@ means to social] ends. 
In the best sense He saved Himself 
that He might save others. For 
their sakés He .sanctified Himself; 
the appreciation of his own selfhood 
qualified Him to recognize the di- 
vinity in all and to evoke it by 
ignition and inspiration. 

“In this we see how Jesus, alone 
of the Masters of Life, I think, per- 
ceived the unity, the sphericity of 
true life. | ere have been many 
cultur essentially sel- 
fish; there have been social gospels 
aplenty, which were one-sided anda 
narrow in their unbridled altruism. 
While the self-culture scheme of 
Jesus te not explicit in the narra- 
tives, I think itis implicit and legi- 
ble between the lines. He that de- 
nounced the mere hoarding of talent 
did not himself negiect the treasure 
of his own potentialities. He «aw 
and exemplified the self-evicent, 
but often overlooked, truth, that to 
love one’s neighbor effectively one 
must first rightly love one’s self; 
and that he who will greatly attain 
must make himself the servant of 
all. In a way this is a doctrine of 
sublime selfishness, inasmuch as 
every blessing bestowed upon others 
returns. with increase upon self. 
But ft cannot be used in any selfish 
spirit, which would instantly de- 
stroy its dynamic.”

A celebrated English 
barrister, when asked for the insp!- 
ration of his wonderful, plea, replied 
that when he was delivering it he 


felt his five children tugging at his 


coat and saying ‘Now father—now, 
father.’ 

“The music of honest toil is an- 
other great chorus that rises the 
world around from the great army 
of workers, and the music of human 
history, of human achievement, is 
one of the wonderful things in the 
world in which we live—the story 
of human progress—the jubilant, 
gied song that reverberates down 
the ages. A subtier music is the mu- 
sic of ideas, of truth, of discovery, 
that emote the ears of Newton in 
the fall of the apple, and of scien- 
tific men of all ages. 

“The music of religion is the 
strongest, most inspiring music to 
which the feet of men have ever 
marched. It ia not a funeral march, 
but a great song of victory singing 
iteelf ever more clearly through the 
human spirit as the ages go. The 
music to which Savonarola and Mar- 
tin Lather marched—that great 
strain that keeps the spirit high 
and the feet moving in the rhythm 
and swing of life. 

“Bometimes the music doesn't 
sound above the din of street and 
market place,-but the only thing to 
do is to march along and listen till 
the strains rise above the tumult, as 
they surely will, and you march to 
it till you come home at last.”

CAN'T OBTAIN 
~ WOODEN LEGS 


Veterans Raise Lament Over 
Lack of Supports. * 


with Their-Orders. 


Demand by the Allies Causes 
Local Inconvenience. 


The difficulty of obtaining artificial 
legs and arms, due to the great de- 
mand for them from the Allied coun- 
tries, to supply the mutilated victims 
of shrapnel and high explosives, is 
causing great inconvenience to 
maimed members of the Soldiers’ 
Home, according to veterans there. 

They declare that at present there 
is much superfluous cash and many 
game legs on their last legs, owing 
to the fact that a new artificial limb 
“is as easy to get as a drink of ice 
water in Shoel,” as Williams Big- 
lowe, one of the “peg-legs,” put it. 


the man who has lost a limb in the 
service of his country is entitled to 
a new artificial member every five 
years, or, if he thinks a new one is 
not needed, is entitled to draw its 
equivalent in cash-—$75 for a leg 
and $50 for an arm. An amend- 
ment to this law gives the Civil War 
victims of shot and shell a shade 
over the other veterans, as they are 
entitled to draw a new artificial 
member, or the cash in Meu thereof, 
every three years. 2 
ONE UNFORTUNATE. 


Some of those who drew the cash 
about this time three years ago, just 
before the outbreak of the world 
war, thinking that their timber un- 
derpining. would go another three 
years, are now in dire straits, ac- 
cording to Biglowe, who says he is 
one of the unfortunates who com- 
mitted this error of judgment. 

The aged veteran says that as all 
the big artificial limb companies 
that supply the government are 
months behind in their orders, due 
to enormous contracts from the Al- 
lied governments, it is impossible 
for him and others at the Home in 
the same plight to get a new limb, 
although they made out their re- 
quisitions some months ago. In- 
stead they have had to draw the 
cash, and then spend the most of it 
on street car and jitney fares, in or- 
der to favor their decrepit artificial 
extremities. 

Biglowe says it seems the irony 
of fate that the country for which 
he bore arms cannot now furnish 
him a leg. 

HOME-MADE LEGS. 

A number of the afflicted veterans, 
he says, are now experimenting with 
the abundant eucalyptus groves near 


crop of fine old-fashioned peg-legs 
are soon to be in evidence. 

As the requisitions for artificial 
limbs do not go through the Home 
officials, but direct to the War De- 
partment, the Home authorities cin 
\furnish no data on the exact num- 
ber of veterans now suffering with 
severe cases of genera) debility in 
their artificial members, according 
to E, H. Skillings, chief clerk to Maj. 
G. T. Baggott, treasurer of the Home. 
Bigelowe, who is a _ well-educated 
man, and the author of a book on 
life in thé Nationa} Soldiers’ Homes, 
eays, however, that there is a 
noticeable surplus of cash and a cor- 
responding increase in the number 
of plain peg legs to be seen in the 
Home grounds.

000,000 marks war credit, unless the demands 


are conceded, and when we know that if 
the Reichstag members persist in this atti- 
tude and the Kaiser is adamant the govern- 
ment of Germany will be helpless to pursue 
the war, the full significance of our own 
Liberty Loan is brought home to us Amer 
icans. Money, money, and still more money 
is essential to warfare—and only the people 
of Germany can provide those sinews of 
war now-—for Germany has no foreign 
credit. 

In the early days of the conflict Lloyd 
George told Great Britain that it wae the 
last shilling that would win the war. Our 
Liberty Loan would point to its being the 
last dollar. And one can appreciate the 
demoralizing effect of that vastly oversub- 
scribed Liberty Loan upon a bankrupt Ger 
man war party, with a majority in the 
Reichstag denying it more credit—and this 
coming at a time when the Germans are 
facing defeat on all fronts, in all fields of 
warfare. | 
_And yet there is so much frony in the 
fact that peoples will give their lives, shed 
their blood so heroically, only to make their 
final stand on the question of money, “the 
root of all evil.” As draft after draft on 
human life was made in Germans, even to 
the boys of 16 and the men of 55, there 
was no hint of revolt. The Reichstag took 
no firm stand to demand those electora) 
reforms and the statement of terms of 
peace when it was only lives and still more 
lives thé government was demanding. But 
when it comes to a new war credit—that, 
indeed, is the last straw; that, indeed, is the 
limit of endurance. ‘ 

The Kaiser may have an army of 5,000,- 
000 men—but without money they are use 
less. And so it is upon money that the 
peace of the world depends. The last doF 
lar will win the war. Our Liberty Loan was 
well named. And when we Americans 
shout that another Iike it could be raised tn 
@ couple of weeks we are dealing Germany 
‘a far severer blow than if we boast that we 
can raise a million men. The German gov- 
ernment fears our men, but it fears our 
money more—those strong, vital sinews of 
war which mobilize the men, the munitions, 
the supplies, the inventions and the food. 

It remains to be seen whether the ma 


firm against the Kaiser, whether the Kaiser 
will dare to stand firm’against the Reichs- 
tag. He is reported as declaring that 
he would rather abdicate than yield. 
Yet if the Reichstag does not yield, 
either, he might just as well abdicate, for 
all the value of his throne. The great 
war lord of an empire wrecked on a pal- 
try question of money! A great nation 
buying liberty and democracy for a paltry 
15,000,000,000 marks! They gave their 
lives for glory*and conquest, but made no 
contract and lost on the gamble. Now they 
will only give their money for freedom, 
and the bargain will be a hard one. 

The denovement in Germany confirms the 
belief that it is the Keiser and h's war 
party, and not the German people, who are 
making war upon the world. And the Kal- 
ser’s attitude is but one more nail in the 
coffin of monarchy. It is unthinkable that 
one man should inherit so much power 
over the life of a nation. It is unthink- 
able that one mind should inherit the right 
to decide the fate of an empire. 

If the German Reichstag stands firm it 
will do much to set Germany right with the 
world. If the Kaiser yields he wil! sacrifice 
the amour propre of one man for the lives 
of legions. It would seem to be a worthy 
sacrifice. And money will have bought It.

N AUTOOCRATIO COMMISSION. 
Government by decree is no longer a 
menace from our paternal State adminis- 
tration—it is an accomplished fact. Two 
successive Legislatures have declined to 
pass a minimum wage law for women; yet 
an Industrial Welfare Commission hae is- 
sued from its offices in San Francisco an 
executive order that “no person, firm or 
corporation shall employ or suffer or permit 
an experienced woman to be employed in 


rate of wages less than $10 a week.” : 
This “Industrial Welfare Commission” Is 
one of the numerous Progressive parasites 
that ia fattening off the labor and Industry 
of California. Although a creature of the 
Legislature it is invested with greater au- 
thority than either the Governor or the 
‘Legislature. Like Nietrsche’s supermen 
ft is “above good and evil.” In this com- 
mission is vested the authority to fix hours 
of employment and rates of wages, and 
from its decree there is no appeal. 
California is thus placed tn the peculfar 
position that it has no minimum wage law 
for women, yet any employer in the mer- 
cantile industry whe shall pay what the 
Industrial Welfare mmission designates 
as an “experienced woman” less than $10 a 
week is guilty of a criminal act and its la- 
ble to both fine and imprisonment for hig 
offense.

Two other States have passed minimum 
wage laws. These are Oregon and Massa- 
chusetts. But no other State has fixed a 
minimum wage for women as high as $10 a 
week. Government reports fix the average 
wage paid in mercantile industries in Cali- 
fornia at about $9 a week. It will thus be 


seen that the autocratic minimum wage | 


scale is $1 higher than the average wage 


fixed by the supreme regulative law of the 


world, that of supply and demand. 
“Constitutional lawyers admit that they 
are nonplussed by this action of a “regula- 
tive” commission. Under powers granted 
by the Constitution, the Legislature could 
legally fix a minimum wage for women; but 


it has always been held heretofore by the- 


highest courts that the Legislature cannot 
delegate its lawmakine powers to execu- 
tive bureaus or commissions. Yet decisions 
of the State and Federal Supreme Courts of 
late have been so fearfully and wonderfully 


_ made that the best constitutional lawyers 


have given up trying to “guess” what is or 
is not the law in a given instauce. It is this 
unsettied condition that has clogged court 
calendars and multiplied the average cost 
of legislation by four. Such things as gen- 
eral laws and uniform Supreme Court decti- 
sions have practically ceased to exist. 
Under the terms of the decree it becomes 
operative on and after September 1. What 
its effect will be on the women now em- 


- ployed in the mercantile industry can only 


be conjectured. There is nothing yet to de- 
termine whether the decree extends to fac 
tories or is to be limited to department 
stores and other places where merchandise 
is offered for sale. But if it can legally be 
applied to salesrooms it can legally bs ex- 
tended to factories and all other places 
where female labor is employed. The min- 
imum wage is 17% per cent. higher tian 
that of Oregon, which means that !t is four 
‘times the proportionate freight rate from 
Portiand to San Francisco. That difference 
in wages would enable a Portland factory 
to manufacture goods and ship them to Cal- 
ifornia cheaper than they could be produced 
here; while the higher wage scale and the 
freight charges combined will practically 
bar the Northwest to California manufac- 
turers. This is just one more handicap 
placed arbitrarily on the industries of Call- 
fornia by governmental restriction. 

An even more important consideration is 
the effect of the executive decree upon the 
workers themselves. It will drive out of 
jobs hundreds — perhaps thousands — who 
are now employed on part time or who are 
incapacitated physically from doing a full 
day’s work. It may be tn line with the new 


socialistic {dea of the survival of the fittest 


and the elimination of all defective units, 
but it is repugnant to all those in whose 
breasts a human heart with kindly instincts 
still beats. Yet the decree is promulgated 
by the commission as a moral and sanitary 
measure. 

Mere ‘man in the laboring class will have 
little reason to complain. There is no mint- 
mum wage affecting him and the commis- 
sion is pot empowered wnder the act by 
which it is created to dabble with the wage 
scales of men. It certainly will tend to 
Its 
menace ta California industry lies in the 
fact that it will bar from the State those 
factories that employ women only. Though 
the act should be construed now as not ex- 
tending to factories, the result would be 
the same; for no manufacturer would take 
the chance of erecting such a factory when 
the act might be made to extend to factory 
employees by the time his building was 
completed and the machinery installed. 

Cons!“*fed in its broader sense, the de- 
cree is an encroachment on in- 


stitutions. To give to a commission auto 


cratic power to regulate wages in private 
employment and to deprive of their liberty 
and property all who refuse to submit to 
that regulation—such an autocratic act is 
utterly at variance with all recognized 
standards of modern free government. 
While our soldiers and sailors are fighting 
to establish democracy in Europe it might 
be well to start a similar movement to re- 
ge democratic government in our own 
State. No more autocratic decree has been 
in effect in Prussia or Russia in twenty 
years than that which compels a merchant, 
under penalty of the loss of his Mberty, to 
pay an employee who works during a rush 
hour only a minimum wage of $10 a week. 
It is asserted that in same extreme cases 
this will result in the confiscation of bust- 
ness and the ruin of the employer. 


ENSORSHIP NOT NEEDED. 

On June 11 last 12,000 American sol- 
diers went on board large steamships for 
transport to Furope. On June 29 they were 
landed o& French soil.

National Editorial Servica, 
WORLD FAMINE AND 

THE NEUTRALS, 
{CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES)

HE world today suffers a fam- 
ine of the necessaries of life 
and of the means of transpor- 

tation. The progress of the great 
conflict tends more and more to re 
strict international trade to the min- 
imum requirements of neutral na- 
tions in order that the needs of the 
belligerents may be satisfied. | 

Foreign exchange is based on 
credits arising from the sales of 
products delivered. Where products 
cannot be delivered purchasing pow- 
er abroad is reduced, even though 
such a country may manage very 
comfortably within its own bounda- , 
ries 


If the soldier in the trenches can 
worry along with chicory Instead of 
coffee it means the release of ships 
from the carrying of coffee and their 
utilization for transport of troops, 
munitions and other supplies. That 
means that the planter in Brazil or 
Java who raised last year a large 
coffee crop will either cut down next 
year’s crop or store ft in the hope of 
better conditions. Insomuch as he 
will have greater difficulty in getting 
bankers’ accommodation on the 
doubtful prospéct he may decide to 
make last year’s London riding cos- 
tume do for next year. So, too, the 
man who subscribed to the Liberty 
Loan or the Red Cross here may de: 
cide to go shy a new motor car or 
some other among his luxuries or 
necessaries. It is not, however, the 
alone—not the planters and the 

ankers and the merchants—who 
encounter the consequences of re 
stricted trade and of eliminated con- 
sumptions. The consequences fall 
with corresponding severity on all 
of their workpeople and on all of 
their business allies. So the Iimita- 
tions of consumption and expend- 
{ture extend throughout the entire 
body politic, not for any one country 
alone, but throughout the world. 
Very emphatically, therefore, it is 
impossible that for the world at 
large during the period of the world 
war business should “go on as us- 
ual.” 


The opposing economic systems 
of the Allies and the Central Em- 
pires are straining every effort to- 
ward producing the necessaries of 
Hfe and of life’s destruction in quan- 
tities adequate for their own suste- 
nance and protection. This means 


growing pressure on the neutral | 


peoples, especially on those neutrals 
which are not normally on the self- 
supporting basis. More than one 
among these neutrals is now hesitat- 
ing on the verge of War purely be- 
cause, without participation in the 
war they cannot procure the essen- 
tials of life. It has already been 
mooted whether this country will be 
justified morally in forcing these 


* neutrals into the war, for it is rec 


ognized as the fact that the power 
to do so Is unquestionably ours. No 
doubt the exercise of our fateful 
power will be one of the first to be 
considered by the newly-organized 
Export Council. 
Waiving the application of this 
tremendous power to the neutrals 
which appear to be now most vitally 
concerned, including .Holland, Den- 
mark, Norway, Sweden, Switzerland 
and Spain—all of them European 
countries and most of them having 
more than ample grounds for resent- 
ment against Germany's actions—it 
is quite as likely to be effective with 
nations of our own hemisphere. 
Cuba, while it has declared its‘active 
hostilities against Germany, has not 
as yet‘taken any active part, ba- 
yond placing iIts harbors at the dis- 
posal of the Allied fleets. Cuba is 
enormously rich in certain agricyl- 
tural resources which, in peaceful 
times, make a people wealthy be 
yond the possibility of want. But 
her sofl, ideally fitted for the sugar 
end tobacco so prized everywhere, is 
not suited to the growing of wheat. 
On the whole, Cuba its markedly a 
food-importing country, The rest of 


‘the world can subsist without Cu- 


ba’s sugar and tobacco; but Cuha 
cannot subsist without a portion of 


the world’s production of wheat, con- 


trolled by the United States and its 
allies, and at present tmperatively 
needed for feeding their armies. 
How seriously the situation ts de- 
veloping in Cuba was shown recent- 
ly by the announcement in the Ha- 
vana papers that the Cuban Na- 
tional Director of Subsistence would 
supply bakeshops for a limited time 
only with wheat: flour’at $14.80 per 
bag, and they must haul it away 
themselves. Meanwhile, if the stock 
should be exhausted every baker 
who failed to provide for his needs 
to the Hmit of his available funds 
must face the alternative of secur- 
ing an uncertain supply. in a highly- 
demoralized market. Cuba, as our 


ally, is in far better case than is any . 


one among the European neutral: 
for, In the event of shortage, it is 
our first duty to provide for our al- 
lies. It is obviously not our present 
interest to furnish grain to Holland 
and Denmark and enable them in 
turn to release butter and milk, poul- 
try and egzs, meats and garden 
products, for the feeding of our ene 
mies in Germany. 

It is not merely disruption of the 
familiar trade conditions that im- 
pends; it Is the absolute separation 
of the sheep from the goats in the 
cqpflict raging between the world's 
democracies and its autocracies. 
There is no reason to believe that 
on the showdown we shall expect 
any among our friends to be the 
goat.

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SUBMARINE’S CREW. 


Men Must be Technical Experts to 
Attend to the Torpodoes, the 
the Steering Gear, the 
Horizontal Pianes, 

Machinery. 


{New York Sun:] The submarine, 
with the memories it raises of a 
destructive career. dwarfs and shad- 
ows the land warfare of today. The 
euccessful submarine commander is 
the most skiliful corsair of the time 
-~—perhaps not equaled in any time. 
He has all the military qualities. 
There is a@ marvelous mechanical 
grip in his set work—and something 
more Nerve and enduance mark 
his management even of an ordinary 
manueuver, nerve which is as rare 
as inspiration, which, indeed, is oft- 
en a kind of inspiration. But this 
officer’s qualities reach higher than 
mere mechanical skill. His powers 
of observation, his command over 
himself and his command over the 
cut and thrrist of the torpedo fight 
are wonderful. He cannot be sur- 
prised. He is ever ready to accept a 
challenge, and once in action he 
must not wilt out of the most ap- 
palling situation. 

There is much mystery about the 
submarine commander. The Ger- 
mans, who should know, have writ- 
ten nothing about him. Our official 
and authentic knowledge is due to 
Itallan naval authorities. He is, they 
assert with truth, a machine, but 
more than a military machine, and 
technical knowledge and mechanical 
skill are not all. He is ever a fight- 
er, but he is not wholly a fighter. 
He has prudence and singular pa- 
tience. He is not mastered by the 
dust and detail of the moment, but 
looks calmly and seriously at great 
actions, thinking, planning and, 
above all, seeing into the future. 
This is the secret of his success, of 
his magnetism and his firm hold on 
the imagination and will of his crew. 

The following is a description of 
the kind of being upon whom the 
safety of the craft, the safety of the 
crew and of numberless people in 
passengers ships Jepends. 

“Admiralty orders assign to a sub- 
marine (the context shows that a 
vesse] of about 1100 tons is meant) 
two chief officers, a commandant and 
an officer to take his place. During 
submergence the commandant has 
eontrol of several complicated me- 
chanical connections. He has to 
regulate the speed, keep the ship 
level, attending to the depth and 
course: for every attack he hag 
these things to look after; poise and 
launch the torpedo, read and reread 
the objects in the reflectors of the 
periscope. It: is evident that the 
brain is thus subject to an extraor- 
dinary fatigue which cannot be con- 
tinued for any length of time. How 
many “mysterious losses are due to 
brain fag, to the smallest thing going 
wrong with the officer’s vision or 
nereve”? The eyes are apt to grow 
tired, the sight to become dim, owing 
to the strain of looking into the 
wes of the periscope by the feeble 
ight of the tossing, endless waters. 
If one eve be used the light is per- 
haps better employed, and in this 


tire stronger, but monocular vision 


tires more quickly than the vision of

two eyes. Soon the limit of endur- 
ance is reached through the great 
bodily and eye strain.” — 

In the crew of the submarine 
there must be technica] experts to 
attend to the torpedoes, the electric 
motors, the steering gear, the hori- 
zontal planes, the machinery for let- 
ting in air or expelling water; there 
are electricians, firemen, o pol- 
ishers and others more like the sail- 
ors of ordinary times. A discussion 
has been going on in the Admiralty 
circles ag to the physique and fit- 
ness of men for such work. In a 
vessel so small it would be folly to 
be careless or neglectful about mat- 
ters which concern the size of the 
men; in a Vessel in which?the sup- 
ply of oxygen is not inexhauatible it 

a case of employing men who 
combine the greatest capacity of 
lung with the utmost economy of 
weight and bulk. German sallores of 
this type whom the writer has seen 
were remarkably deft, with a facile 
neatness that seemed incompatible 
with such merciless employments. 
They were quick and light, quali- 
ties that are indispensable to men 
who must overcome two physical 
forces, the pressure of the air, which 
tends to rise in a submarine under 
water, and the blood preasure and 
temperature, which also rise. 

A rise of blood pressure and a rise 
of temperature are, of course, ac- 
companied by nervous effects; pulse, 
breathing and involuntary nervous 
messages from the brain to the 
limbs are all increased and‘ not al- 
ways controllable. What is there- 
fore to be said of the temperament 
of these men? Much time has been 
spent on this problem in Italy of 
late, and the most rigid rules have 
been enforced. The slightest sign 
of nervousness is a complete dis- 
qualification, and the men must be 
perfect examples of psychic stability. 
They are examined several times, 
and most wisely, under the actual 
conditions of submarine life. In 
this way a psychical flaw is found if 
it exists, and the stress ‘of these 
maneuvers often discloses a nervous 
weakness that was unsuspected. 
Medical and naval officers are com- 
plaining that such equilibrium of 
temperament is rare, and there is a 
disposition to make the qualifica- 
tions less strict. It ts almost certain 
that the Germans have been driven 
by the need of men to adopt an 
easier standard. So far as known, 
the men on the German submarines 
do not quite bear out the opinions 
of theoretical experts. The value of 
these men rests upon thelr quick- 
ness and intelligence and rhythm of 
emotion rather than upon absolute 
psychic equilibrium, if such a thing 
exists. This is the best rule to fol- 
low in the case of American sailors. 
A wel] tempered elasticity of psychic 
temperament joined with a fit phy- 
sique in other respects is the most 
practical ideal.
